The Rlui'y Powell Vanquished 
by a Newly mod led Steam 
¥achl. 

Ni:\v York, June 11. — Yesterday 
afternoon occurred a novel race on the' 
Hud.soii river between the famous 
steamboat Mary Powell, heri'tofore 
queen of the rivor, having made twuii- 
ty five miles an hour against the tiile, 
and the little stcani-yachb Stiletto, 
ninety feet long, invented and built by 
a blind man at Proviihfiice. The Stillet- 
to waited the coming out of the Mary 
Po veil and inimediatfdy came along- 
side and challenged her. Tlie Powell 
put on steam and resumed her ^O inile 
an hour gait. But it was no use. The 
little Stiletto at Yonkers was more 
than a quarter of a mile ahead of the 
Powell and took it easy. At Hastings 
she was half a mile ahead, and being 
sure of victory, spurted just for fun, to 
see what she could do. She Hew over 
the ten iiiil(!s between Vonkers and 
I'arrytowii in less than twenty-three 
minutes, while the Powell spurted des- 
perately alon;.', more than a mile be- 
hind. At Sing Sing tho race ended, as 
that was the desl iiiatioii of the litth? 
boat. The distance of twi'ntv eight 
miles had been made by the Stiletto in 
one hour and sovent(!eii minute.s. The 
Mary Powell arrived there seven min- 
utes later; whistled courteously three 
times to the Stiletto, and proceeded on 
her way, no longer the fastest boat on 
the river. 

The model of the Stiletto i.« entirely 
new. Her maker says there is no dan- 
ger in sending her at any possible 
spf.'cd, becduso she simply cannot blow 
up. Her engines, he said, are not par 
ticularly large, and u bigger boat built 
in the same wav would do sninctliing 
stunning.

General Batiafaotion ia expressed 
throughout the Dominion at the onor);y 
and ability iliaplayed by the Hon. A. R 
Oaron, minister of militia, durinp the re- 
cent rebellioi. The facta of the case liavo 
also made a deep impreaatun on the pub- 
lic mind in the United States. The St. 
Louis Republican, a leading Democratic 
organ, aaya: — "Viewed in a military 
light, Riol's robellion discloaoa tiio fact 
that in 15 days the Canadian minister of 
militia called into the field a thousand 
organized volunteer troops, with 400 
horses, furnished them with transport to 
the seat of war 2,000 miles distant, and 
pushed forward three columns, widely 
separated, to points hundreds of miles 
from the railway. The minister, more 
over, kept the troops supplied, and 
covered an immense frontier, so that from 
the time they be^an to arrive the rebels 
■were able to strike scattered families only. 
The moat important thing connected with 
the whole affair ia that the campaign has 
been made under the directions of the 
minister of militia, and practically with- 
out the aid of any regular army orgaui- 
zatipo." The Journal concludes its article 
on the sutijoot aa follows: "When it is re- 
membered' that the movement was be- 
gun promptly in the inclenisiit season, and 
when the great distances traversed and 
the short time wasted in eiiuipmont and 
marching are considered, and when due 
weight is given to the fact that since 1870 
there has not been a call to arms in Cana- 
da, or any border trouble that could fore- 
shadow the necessity for keeping troupo in 
readiness — boarini,' all these thin^;s in 
mind, wo think that fjreat credit ia due to 
the Canadian minister." Tlio Detroit 
News remarka that the result of the re- 
'{beUioh'^will not only attract settlers to the 
fertiile region whore the Dominion has 
thus' manifested its power, but will ' erior- 
mously enhance the credit and prestige of 
Canada in the eyes of the world.

They mot and 
conquered an enemy, not so numerous, 
but braver and better armed than the 
Afghans and Turcomans. It is a groat 
feather in the cap of our neighbor, and 
may indeed be called the baptism of blood 
of a young nation growing up on our own 
border."

"Lex's" trenchant letter of yesterday 
has inspired the legal stockholder in the 
Times to tell what he don't know about

indulged in by several persons who voted 
in Yates street ward. A fellow, wlion 
told that "facts" were against his Bide ia 
an argument, rBtf)rted, "So much tlio 
worse for the facts;" and the author of 
the "Briton" letter, when infurnied that 
the law is against him, replies, "So 
much the worse for the law," Uo 
would like to make the law contorm to his 
present viewn; but unfortunately for him 
and liiH couteuliou, he is condeniucil out of 
his own mouth. There are in existenco 
affidavits that bear the signature and seal of 
Mr. J. R. Hett, and which describe him as 
"resiiliiuj on Langley streot." Now, every 
one knows that Mr. Ilott has liia office on 
Langley street and that his dwelling is more 
than a mile iu the suburbs. Yet bo does 
not hesitate to oldm to reside in the heart 
of the city! This in cousiateucy with a 
vengeance. In the character of newspaper 
proprietor Mr. llett does not hesitnte to ap- 
ply somo very imperii neijt remarks to a 
number of his fellow citizens; while in the 
.capacity of a lawyer he does not hesitate to 
do precisely what he condeuiuH several 
Y'ates b-treet voters for doing. The author- 
ities quoted yesterday establish beyond tho 
possibility of n doubt that a man's resi- 
dence is iu the plnee where he is most to be 
found. There are few professional or busi- 
ness men in this city who do not pass more 
boura in their offices or places of business 
than they do ia their dwellinga, and they 
are entitled to register either on their places 
of business or their offices. 

THE RETIREMENT OF MACPHER- 
SON. 

Sir David Macphorson has left Ottawa 
and it goes without 8.iying that this is 
preparatory to his leaving tho cabinet. A 
world of blame lies at his door, for to his 
management of the interior department 
ia largely attributable tho rebellion in the 
Nortluvost. .Sir John ia held to be thoo- 
rotically responsible and may to suiiie ex- 
tent be so directly, but if misled by the 
minister specially charged with the de- 
partment concerned much excuso may be 
found for his alhiw uig matters to become 
so entangled that those within the meshes 
sought to freo themselves with tho knife. 
Besides this, some allowance will be made 
for Sir John's advanced age, to which ho 
has himself alluded once or twice during 
tho present session. An Ottawa oor- 
respondont of the Montitrea! Herald says: 
The undoratanding here is that Mr. Mc- 
Lelan, tho rainislor of marine and fiah- 
ories, is on Sir David's recommendation 
to succeed to the interior, and aaex|jlana- 
tion of this I am told that as Sir David's 
management of the department has been 
the worst on record and himself the most 
unpopular miniater up to tha present 
time, he was anxious to bo succeeded by 
some one who might be expected to sur- 
pass him in inoompeience and unpopu- 
larity. One change believed to have been 
arranged upon, or at least cuntpmplatod, 
is the translation of Sir Alexander Cam p- 
bell tp the house qf commons.

ENGLAND. 

London, June 19 -Tjord Randolph 
Churclull received an ovation to-day from 
the crowd assembled at tho Windsor 
depot, whore ho took the train for Ascot 
heath . 

In tho house of commons tliis after- 
noon Labouchoro asked if it was (rue tho 
Marquis of Salisbury was prevented from 
taking office by tho failure to obtain an 
assurance of assistimce from the retiring 
government. Labouchcre said that ho 
himself and many other radicals strongly 
objected to any assurances being given 
tho conservatives in tho ovent of their 
taking otiice. 

Gladstone, in reply to tho question of 
Lobouchore said, whoii he was last asked 
a similar question he stated that ho had 
not at that time any conference with the 
Marquis of Salisbury. Since then, how- 
ever, he had received overtures from the 
Marquis of Salisbury. Should there bo 
any result of any correspondence between 
the Marquis and himself it would bo 
made public. There would bo no secret 
understanding whatever in what the 
Marquis of Salisbury and himself con- 
curred. The house then, upon motion of 
Gladstone, adjourned until Tuesday. 

Negotiations between the liberals and 
conaervativea are proceeding through the 
medium of tho Queen. Salisbury urges 
if tho redistribution of seats bill is tinally 
passed the conservatives will be deprived 
of the constitutional alternative of appeal- 
ing to the country, should liberals un- 
fairly hamper the conduct of public busi- 
ness therefore. Salisbury, unexpectedly, 
after taking tho best legal advice on tlio 
subject decided not to allow the seats bill 
to pass into law until further considuratiuii 
hua been had. It is impossible for the 
new bill to come into consideration hef(jre 
November; banco Lord S.ilisbury insists 
upon having liberal pledges not to ob- 
struct the conservative loaders. Tho con- 
servatives are alarmed at the tone of 
Chamberlain's recent speeches, which de- 
note an intention on his part to harrasa 
the conservatives to his utmost. Oon- 
Borvativea insist that the liberals will not 
be compelled to accept Lord Salisbury's 
terms. 

Under the threat of tho conservatives 
that they will appeal to pri.'sent con.stilu- 
encies, it is expected that Mr...Gladstone 
will succeed in persuading the radical sec- 
tion to agree to allow tho budgot deficit to 
be carried next year, though liberals 
would gladly avoid giving the pledge in 
in order to induce conservatives to propose 
unpleasant taxation that would prove dis- 
advantageous to them ,at general elec- 
tion. 

Lord Salisbury asked a pledge of the 
liberals that they would fairly consider the 
budget scheme and if thoy disajjproved 
would declino to lot deficit bo carried iiilo 
188U and allow the connrrvati ves the whole 
time of tho house of commons during the 
remainder of the session. 

llr. Gladstone declined to give a ])ledgo 
regarding an unseen Bchenie of linanccs. 

The News says it is able to state that 
Oladstoue's reply ia final, and that there is 
no chance of tho matter being arranged by 
further liberal conceHsions. 

The conservatives aro signing a memorial 
to Lord Salisbury asking him to refuse 
ofiice, unless a pledge bo obtained from tho 
liberals. 

Lo.NDON, Juno 19. — Tho Standard be- 
lieves Mr. Gladstone ia willing to receive 
office if tho Maniuis of Sal i.'djiiry de- 
clines. In that event it says the Coercion 
Act will be dropped and Earl Spencer and 
the Marquis of Hartington will not enter 
the cabinet. Tho liberals aro signing a 
memorial to Mr. Oladatono asking him 
not to givo way. Tho Standard declines 
to believe that a liberal pledge will not bo 
an impediment, and hojjea Lord Salisbury 
will not despair of his task, but trust to 
l)atriotiam of moderate liberals for sym- 
pat hy and support. 

In consequence of tho political dead- 
lock Esrl Spencer has postponed his de- 
parturu from Ireland. The liberals havo 
resolved to stop supplies until tiio redis- 
tribution of Seats Bill ia completed. Tliey 
will probably oppose tho making of tlie 
lirat lordship of treasury a sinecuru when 
a vote is asked fot a salary of £5,000 
attached to that position. 

It is understood that Sir Stafford North- 
cote has accepted a peerage, regardless of 
any action that may be taken. 

Spain, it is claimed hero, has "sounded" 
England iu regard to Kteps proper to be 
taken in order to protect the iiiteresta both 
of Spain and England against intrigues of 
France in Moroooo. A Freneh cruiaor has 
been dispatched to Tangier to bring to Paris 
an embassy from Morocco. This embassd 
comprises the mo^t iuUuontial military 
chiefs, and includes Abel Maiek, governor 
of thp province of Qudiadia and a strong 
French partisan. 

The mayor of Manohester has sent a tele- 
gram to the mayor of Loudon thauldug tho 
latter for his olferA to open a relief fund for 
the sufferers by the Pendleburg colliery dis- 
a8ter,nnd adding that upwards of 100 miners 
are known to bo dead. 

London, Juno 19. — It is reportod that 
Miss Mary Van Zandt ia engaged to be 
married to a Russian grand duke, who 
met her in St. Petersburg and followed 
her to London, where tho betrothal is 
agreed upon. 



SPAIN. 

Madrid, June 19. — King Alfonso to- 
day informed premier Conorus Del Castil- 
lo, of his intention to viait the cholera in- 
fested provinces. Tho premier tried to 
dissuade the king, but without success. 
Tho king will bo accompanied by the pre- 
mier and miniater of interior, Senor Ro- 
mero Y Robledo. The date of their de- 
parture is not yet fixed. It is reported 
tho queen desires to go too. 

To-day a mob of women jrith a black 
flag formed procession and marched 
through tho streets protesting against, the 
otlicial declaration of the prevalence ofi 
oholora in Madrid. 

In Madrid to-day there was one death 
from cholera; no new cases. From Va- 
lencia city one new case and 7 deaths, and 
in adjacent towns one new case ami six 
doaths. Suspicious cases are reported 
elsewhere in Spain, but there are indico; 
cations that the diseasu is decreasing in 
Madrid and Valencia. 

(ioneral Von Mantoufl'el will bo buried 
witlunit military honors in accordancu 
with his own wish. Emperor William has 
thanked Emperor Francis Josef, Austria, 
for the honor shown tho generals'remains.

P.IUIS, Juno 19 — Seventy deputies of

the while man's monopoly. Such feelings 
are not unnatural. When men have a 
good thiuL.', they wish to stick to it. We 
li nd tiiat tlie uaiiio o|)po8ition existed in 
England lo the use of machinery for vari- 
ous ineclianical purposes. We siie now in 
•.he British Colonies of Australia and New 
Zealand a stroui; feeling manifested 
Hgaiiiat any fiuilun- white immigration or 
labor to tliose colonies. The people there, 
like our ' western people, have an eye to 
monopoly; and in the United States tho 
aanie ieoling is developing agiiiiiBttho con 
tinueii iiiiDortat ion of European lahor. 
E.xpeneuce has pri'Ved that the use of 
maehiiiL'ry does nut materially interfere 
with iiiaiiLial labor, new rei|Uireinenls are 
created, lru:ih iiidiutries are brought into 
existence in which the labourer receives 
a fair recouiiition May it not bo tho 
same with the Chinaman/ would he not 
descend to a h^wer strata of labor than 
the while man wnnlu/ Is he not found 
doing work ai whit-li the white man would 
turn lip Ins ncsn! ';i it true ih il hw has 
siood iu tho way ol ihe whitesi Would 
the whi e man do the domestic work the 
ChiiiHinan is said to do, which ia iiiust 
likely to have kejit white labor from your 
shores, the ilisiaiico and expi-iise of get- 
ting ihern or the Chinese labor!

When rail Way coiiiinunication is" open to 
your [iroviiice and traiisportatiiui is re- 
duced to a rea3(Uial)le figure you will und 
lliousand.s from this part uf tho country 
willing tolal;e the wages now paid to y<iur 
Chinumaii, and I predict that it will soiin 
be the turn of the Chinaman to complain 
of the cut in wages. Vou car. iniaginu 
what a;i eM. iado your province will be 
for servant t;irls now receiving from to 
$(!, when tliey receive from .SIO to $-0 per 
month; when the mechanic now receiving 
from S!L50 to §2 will i:l,vdly take S^'J.fjO 
and $3 per day, and the laboring man now 
reccivini; !)0 cents will jump at $1 and 
SI "Jo pi'r ilay. 

Evidently your working classes aro liv- 
ing in a i^olilcn era. Lut tlieni enjoy it 
while ihey can, for as ijopiiladon and civ- 
ilization move wi.'stward things will bo re- 
duced year by year to tho prevailing rules 
and rates in the eastern portion of the 
dominion, where the silver tivo cont piece 
and the co])per (uie-cent aro important 
factors ill our trade. 

Your jHioplo do not seem to appreciate 
how well oil they aro, living in a cimiitry 
blo.^sed with a short winter and a moder- 
ate cliiiiile, high wages, and plenty of 
food at reasmiable prices; whereas in this 
country ipiite tho reverao is the case — 
long winter.^, an inferior olimate, low 
wages and a scarcity of eniployment. 
Many of us before long look forward to 
the enjoyment of a share of the good 
things which you now enjoy. We havo 
no fear of being able to hold our own as 
against Chinamen.

In 1850 he acted as secretary 
to the North American IJoundary Cnni- 
iiiission, and in 1859 he was appointed 
colonial secretary aud auditor of British 
Columbia. He was noininatetl colonial 
secretary of Vancouver Island in 1804, 
administrator of the government of Van- 
cuiivor Island in 1800, and was afterwards 
successively colonial souretary of British 
Ciduinbia, Hsaistaut-culoninl secretary uf 
.lamaioa, actii.g colonial secretary and ad- 
niiniatratur of tha government of Jamaica, 
govornnieiit secretary of British Guinoa, 
lieutenant-governor of British Guinea, 
adminislr.ktor of the goveri;ment (jf Trini- 
dad, nnd acting governor of tho Gold 
Ouaat. He was nominated a Uonipanion 
of the (Jrder of St. Michael and St. 
tieorge in 1877. He married, in 1858, 
Cecilia, daughter uf tho late Chief Justice 
Ciimeran, of Vancouver Island, and niece 
of tho late Sir Jamoa Douglas, the tirst 
governor of liritish Uolunibia. .Many old 
rt!sideiit.'( will readily call to niuiJ ilu^ 
genial and amiable gentleman whose 
career is brielly epit unized iib >vo.

Thu highest output of gold in any one 
year since was that of 1805, when tim te- 
tnl amounted to £3,735,850, with 4,400 
minors, an average earning per man uf 
S849. In 1875 the output was $'2,474, • 
904, with 2,024 miners, an average wages 
oarnod of ii'l,'J2'2, the highest of any year 
in iho mining operations of the province. 
Since 1875 tho yield has steadily do- 
creased. The total output uf gold since 
the last six months of 1853 has beeu $40,- 
07'2,128.

He was 
judge in I'lpiity of Nova Scotia from 24th 
Juno, 1873, until 4th July of the same 
year, when he was ii|)pointed lieiilenant- 
govenior of Nova Scotia on the death of 
Hon. ,lo8. ' Howe, lie was one uf the 
director.^ of tbe Ciui.tdiaii I'acilic Railway 
under Sir Hugh .-Mian in 1873.

This is wliat he told mo: "Hiiieu 
the beginning of this year I have melted 
over lifty tons of plates for this linn— 
electrotype plat'js of books M-liich lliis 
llrm lias been publishing. Some curious 
things coiue out in au uxamliialiou ui the 

Elates that nro thus destroyed. I have 
ad curiosity caouijU to look over llie 
larger part of tho mass that has gone into 
the DO L 

"The publishing house is an old one, and 
its publications cover a wide scope from 
text books to novels. In the list of plates 
"to bo melted the biggest share by long 
odds is composed of novels, and, though 
tho Louso has beea printing novels for 
years, 1 lind Hat tlio bocks condemned, 
the plates for which no further use caa be 
found, are almost wholly those of most 
recent date. You may thiuic this explic- 
able on the theory that plates of previous 
date are already out of the way; a little 
iavesttgation shows me that this Is not so 
to Bitch an extent as might be imagiaed. 
A plate of" a page of the ordinary 
novel win weigh from a pound to 
a pound and a half; the enliru make 
up of a whole volume \ylll averiigo 100 
pounds, and the fifty tons that have boon 
melted represent over '200 books for which 
the publisher tinds no further use; this 
uddilioiial twelve tons send Ufly or sixty 
more to oMivion. Ihitbcr sad, isn't it, for 
tho hopes and dreams of your aspiring 
seribblcrsV 

"Uiilof the two hundred and odd ■vol- 
umes ulreu'ly thrown overbourd by this 
bouse thus year fully four-liflhs bear im- 
prints of dates since ISTO. Now, while 
destroying these more recent books, this 
publishing house bus stored away over 
800 tons of other i)lates of work precisely 
similar to tids that is put out of the way. "

Many persoua begin to show gray hairs 
while they are yet in their twenties, uud 
some w' ile in their teeus. This does not 
by any nicaus argue a prenuit nre decay 
of the constitution.
